THE new headteacher of a Ban¬ 
bury primary school has spoken 
of her “delight” following her ap¬ 
pointment five months before the 
school officially opens. 

Julie Hiddleston will take over the 
running of the town’s newest school, 
Longford Park Primary, next month. 

The teacher, who will be moving from 
her post as deputy headmistress at La- 
dygrove Park Primary School in Didcot, 
will welcome in new year one and re¬ 
ception pupils later this year. 

She said: “I am so delighted to have 
been given this opportunity to lead 
Longford Park Primary School and to 
be involved with the design and devel¬ 
opment of the curriculum. 

“Planning and preparation are under 
way so that we are ready for September 
and we will be arranging to meet with 
the new children during the summer 
term.

In November, the school held its first 
drop-in sessions to show parents what 
the school has to offer to local children. 

After taking over, Ms Hiddleston will 
combine her role with executive head¬ 
teacher at William Morris Primary 
School in Banbury. 

The school, in Bretch Hill, opened 
as an academy last month and is oper¬ 
ated by GLF Schools. 

GLF Schools business support man¬ 
ager, Sarah Lynagh, said: “We are 
really excited to be opening the new 
school in September. 

“We will work closely with Oxford¬ 
shire County Council over the coming 
months to ensure a smooth transition 
for children starting in reception and 
year one.

Engineering research 
student impresses MPs 
with pitch in Commons

A STUDENT from Banbury 
has taken home £2,000 after 
pitching his engineering re¬ 
search to politicians and ex¬ 
pert judges at the House of 
Commons. 

Thomas Rogers visited Parlia¬ 
ment last week to speak about his 
work in automating and stream¬ 
lining cargo inspections. 

It was part of the SET for Britain 
national competition, which gives 
aspiring research scientists and 
technicians the opportunity to 
promote their studies. 

The 26-year-old PhD student, 
who studies at University College 
London, was shortlisted from hun¬ 
dreds of applicants to appear be¬ 
fore MPs. 

From 59 other engineers re¬ 
searchers speaking, Mr Rogers 
picked up a silver medal as well as 
the cash prize. 

He said: “Although it was very 
tough and highly intense, I’ve 
thoroughly enjoyed this competi¬ 
tion. 


“The organisers, MPs and other 
researchers were all extremely 
friendly people and it’s been a 
pleasure to present my research at 
the House of Commons. 

“During your PhD, you are fo¬ 
cused on the small, intricate de¬ 
tails, but this event helps you to 
zoom out and analyse the picture 
as a whole. I’m still shocked to 
have won silver.” 


His work focused on how auto¬ 
mating techniques can be used to 
improve security at country bor¬ 
ders. 

The competition was judged by 
leading academics, with a £3,000 
prize going to the gold medallists. 

MP Stephen Metcalfe, who is 
chairman of the Parliamentary 
and Scientific committee, said: 
“This annual competition is an 


important date in the parliamen¬ 
tary calendar because it gives MPs 
an opportunity to speak to a wide 
range of the country’s best young 
researchers. 

“These early career engineers, 
mathematicians and scientists are 
the architects of our future and 
SET for Britain is the politicians’ 
best opportunity to meet them and 
understand their work.”

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Rare tractor cream of the crop to mechanics fan 



A VEHICLE mechanic has 
lovingly restored a 44-year-old 
garden tractor - believed to be 
one of three of its kind left in 
the UK. 

Andrew Bolter has spent the 
past six months returning his 
Cub Cadet International 76 to its 
former glory. 

The ride-on tractor, which has 
a Briggs and Stratton pull-start 
engine, was manufactured by 
American firm Cub Cadet from 
1972 to 1976. 

Until last year, the vintage 
model had been stored away in 
a shed in Staffordshire, then a 
neighbour spotted its worth and 
persuaded the owner to sell it 
online. 

It was snapped up by Mr Bolter, 
who paid £350 to bring it to 
Warmington, north of Banbury, 
where it is on display at garden 
maintenance business FN Pile 
and Sons 

He said: “I saw it online and 
thought how great it would be 
to have a model like that, so I 
contacted the owner and got a 
viewing straight away. 

“I have always been a Cub 
Cadet International fan so when 
the opportunity arose I jumped 
at the chance.” 

Repairs to the vehicle included 
changing the float in the 
carburettor, although luckily the 
tractor could already 
run when bought. 

Mr Bolter also gave it 
a new lick of paint with 
the company’s original 
“International Yellow” 
colour. 

To complete the look 
he sourced stickers and 
transfers from original 
suppliers in the USA. 

Customers to the 
Warmington business, 
where the 58-year-old 
works, are now able 
to see how history has 
been recreated. 

The Tysoe resident added: “We 
only know of about three of 
these left in the UK. 


“We thought that it’s important 
for people to know what these 
machines used to be like as well 
as now.”

Like many major projects, 
this is one that Mr Bolter has 
not been able to do on his own, 
but with the help of his two 
children. 

He said: “It’s been very much 
a family project, the children 
have both been very interested in 
helping to restore it.”

“It is fantastic to see that these 
wonderful machines are still 


around and going strong. 

“This restoration project 
is testament to the brand’s 
reputation of manufacturing 
truly reliable tractors which can 
stand the test of time.” 

Next up for Mr Bolter and his 
family will be taking on a new 
restoration project - a 1971 Cub 
Cadet International Model 106 - 
for which he is currently looking 
for new parts.

Former MP ‘proud’

SIR Tony Baldry said 
he felt “proud and privi¬ 
leged” to become Ban¬ 
bury High Steward after 
the post was revived for 
the first time in nearly 50 
years. 

The former Banbury MP, 
pictured, - who held his seat 
for 32 years - was chosen by 
the town council. 

His appointment makes 
him the first steward for the 
town since the death of the 
20th Baron Saye and Sele in 
1968, with his duties includ¬ 
ing attending public events 
and supporting the work of 


voluntary organisations. 

Speaking at an event in 
Town Hall on Tuesday night, 
the 65-year-old said: “I am 
very grateful that this cer¬ 
emonial, civic post has been 
revived and also grateful to 
the personal support and 
endorsement of my appoint¬ 
ment by the present Lord 
Saye, whose public service, 
I would note, along 
with Lady Saye, 
over the years, 
to the local 
community 
has been ab¬ 
solutely out¬ 
standing. 

“It is note¬ 
worthy that, 
notwithstand¬ 
ing that Lord 
Saye is now 95, 
one regularly sees 
him supporting 
civic events. 

“I am very 


conscious of the example of 
those who have gone before 
me that they have set a very 
high standard. 

“I hope that I will be able 
to combine both these duties 
and responsibilities to help 
wherever possible support 
local organisations and char¬ 
ities and all those organisa¬ 
tions and initiatives which 
help strengthen the fabric 
~nd wellbeing and flourish¬ 
ing of Banbury” 

Sir Tony, who is also a 
privy councillor, joked 
that there had been 
“some discussion” 
about what his uniform 
should be, but that he 
settled on a ‘day dress’. 
He said his wife Pippa 
was pleased “because it 
is a uniform which 
has the incen¬ 
tive, given its 
high collar, 
that, were 


I to put on weight, it would 
have the effect of my being 
garrotted.” 

He added: “That is the good 
news. The bad news is that 
a privy councillor day dress 
seems to take an amazingly 
long time to make. 

“Anyway, I hope, Mr May¬ 
or, that my uniform will be 
ready in time for the town’s 
next civic ceremonial event... 
on May 10.” 

It is the latest in a string 
of honours for Sir Tony, who 
lives in Bloxham. 

He was awarded his knight¬ 
hood in 2012 and was made 
a privy councillor, one of 
the board of advisers to the 
Queen, in 2013. 

He also chairs the Church 
Buildings Council, which 
looks after the care and 
maintenance of 16,000 par¬ 
ish churches in England, and 
was made a deputy lieuten¬ 
ant for Oxfordshire.

Writer tells story 
of colonial living 


Book focuses on former 
corporal’s experiences in 
Malaya during the 1950s

THE trials and tribulations 
of life in colonial Malaya 
have been bought to life by a 
North Oxfordshire writer 

Antony Box, 81, from Bloxham, 
spent four years working in the 
country during the 1950s as an 
army corporal and later as a rub¬ 
ber planter. 

Decades later he decided to 
write a new book, Tales of Ma¬ 
laya and the Silver Screen, to tell 
people what life was like, as the 
nation struggled for independ¬ 
ence from the United Kingdom. 

He said: “I started out in the 
army in 1953, but going abroad 
and seeing the world was some¬ 
thing I always wanted to do. 


“I was friendly with one of the 
colonels and, luckily for me, he 
managed to pull some strings so 
I could go out there.” 

While in Malaya - part of pre¬ 
sent day Malaysia - his job was 
to guard trains containing pre¬ 
cious items as they travelled 
through the country, protecting 
them from thieves. 

After finishing his three years 
with the Royal Army Ordnance 
Corps, he found work as a rub¬ 
ber planter assistant in the Per¬ 
ak region. 

But as the book points out, con¬ 
ditions for workers at the time 
were less than ideal. 

Mr Box said: “We were always 
woken up at 5am each morning 
to tap trees for rubber, and usu¬ 
ally we wouldn’t finish until 
around 12 hours later. 

“The bungalow I lived in was 
very small, and looked like it 
was sinking most of the time. 

“You always had to sleep with 
a mosquito net on your bed, and 
one time I even got stung by a 


scorpion that had got in. 

“The pay wasn’t very good 
either. I didn’t know any assis¬ 
tants who weren’t nearly always 
in debt.” 

The author spent a year on the 
plantation, before returning to 
the UK after a motorbike acci¬ 
dent left him unable to work. 

On writing about his experi¬ 
ences, the former librarian said: 
“The attitude of some Europe¬ 
ans towards the estate labour 
force, and locals in general, left 
a lot to be desired. 

“It was a period of uncertainty 
for expatriates as independence 
loomed over the horizon.” 

He added: “Books for me are 
like toys for others. I get trans¬ 
ported to another world and 
time. After retiring I embarked 
on writing about a period of my 
life which I felt was very inter¬ 
esting.” 

The book has been published 
by Austin Macauley and can 
be bought at Waterstones, WH 
Smith, Amazon and Foyles.

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Spire donations 
hit £100k mark

CHURCHGOERS in a North 
Oxfordshire village have been 
left “astonished” after local 
people pulled together to raise 
£100,000 to help fix their 
church spire. 

An appeal went out in 
October to residents in Kings 
Sutton to help fund urgent 
repairs to the parish’s church 
spire, which stands at 198 feet. 

Church of England 
inspectors had discovered 
significant cracks in the 
stonework and the roof 
needed to be repaired to stop it 
leaking during heavy rain. 

The congregation asked 
villagers to help them raise 
£90,000 to fund the repairs, but 
have been left overwhelmed 
by the response. 

Appeal co-ordinator Roger 
Neill said: “When we started 
the appeal, I thought it would 
be really slow going. 

“I’ve been astonished by how 
generous people have been, 
it’s quite amazing. 

“A lot of the money has been 


donated by people not in the 
congregation - it shows that 
the church is not just for its 
enthusiastic following but is a 
vital part of our village.” 

Work to repair the spire 
started earlier this month, but 
now churchgoers have set 
themselves a new fundraising 
target for more work on the 
building’s interior. 

The changes, which will cost 
about an extra £100,000, 
include restoring the church’s 
stained glass windows and the 
inside stonework. 

It is also believed that there 
may be medieval paintings 
within the walls which could 
be discovered during the 
work. 

Mr Neill, 71, who used to 
work in marketing, said: “The 
spire was the most urgent and 
it is something visible for 
miles around the village. 

“We’ll be looking to raise 
more money through charity 
funding, and we’ll be holding 
more local events too.” 

The church was 


believed to have been built in 
Saxon times, with the current 
spire being added in the 15th 
century. 

Lady Heseltine, wife of 
former Tory Cabinet minister 
Michael Heseltine, lives near 
Banbury and has agreed to be 
the patron for the new appeal. 

Mr Neill added: “She is very 
fond of the church and 
recognises its historical 
importance. 

“She will be hoping to come 
to our fundraising events and 
we know she will be very 
helpful to our cause.” 

Parishoner John Duncan, 
who has been helping to lead 
the campaign, said: “People 
living in the local area have 
been so generous. 

“The initial blast of the 
appeal was very successful 
but this is an ongoing project 
and we need to pay for further 
costs.” 

As part of the new 
fundraising appeal the church 
will be holding a fundraising 
opera-themed dinner in Kings 
Sutton on May 7.

Beer industry says 1 p cut 
would be economic boon

THE beer industry has urged the 
government to cut taxes to boost 
jobs and reduce the price of a 
pint. 

Brewers and landlords in Ox¬ 
fordshire said if the Chancellor 
cut beer duty by lp in the budget 
it could also help keep pubs open. 

Duty has already been reduced 
in the last three budgets but or¬ 
ganisations such as the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale (CAMRA) and 
the British Beer and Pub Asso¬ 
ciation have called on George Os¬ 
borne to do so again. 

James Clarke, chief executive 
of Hook Norton Brewery in West 
Oxfordshire, signed an open let¬ 
ter to Mr Osborne along with 
dozens of other industry repre¬ 
sentatives. 

He said: “Ninety per cent of 
beer drunk in the United King-

dom is made here and there 
should be more support. 

“If there is a cut then that 
would be passed straight on to 
the drinker. 

“We have about 1,500 breweries, 
which is one of the highest per 
head of anywhere in the world. 

“It is important as these brew¬ 
eries continue to grow that they 
have the money to invest. 

“It means a lot to our local econ¬ 
omy” 

The letter to Mr Osborne said 
more than 900,000 jobs through¬ 
out the country were supported 


by the beer industry. 

CAMRA Oxford branch chair¬ 
man Tony Goulding said cutting 
beer duty and freezing it for the 
next four years would stop future 
job losses in the county and boost 
pubs. 

He said: “This cut might only 
be lp but it is the principle of it 
- it shows the government is sup¬ 
porting pubs. 

“The beer industry must em¬ 
ploy thousands of people in Ox¬ 
fordshire and it puts money into 
the economy. 

“Pubs pay rates to the coun¬ 
cil and people who are working 
in pubs are earning and paying 
taxes. 

“We also have more breweries 
now in this country than since 
1900 and many are small micro¬ 
breweries. 

“They need all the financial 
support they can get.” 

Supporters of a beer duty cut 
say it would not cost the govern¬ 
ment much money as it would 
lead to an increase in sales and 
a rise in the number of people 
working and paying tax.

Greens back campaign to stay in EU 


THE Oxfordshire branch of the Green Party has 
backed a national campaign calling for Britain not 
to “sleepwalk out of the European Union”. 

Today the party launched its official EU 
campaign, ‘Greens for a Better Europe’, at Church 
House in Westminster. Over the coming months it 
will argue that Britain is fairer, greener and safer 
in the EU. Members and supporters are being 
encouraged to get active in the campaign. 

Hazel Dawe, of the Oxfordshire Green Party, 
said: “The serious issues of our time, including 
climate change, long-term security of 
employment, human rights and migration all need 
common action by like-minded states. 


“Leaving the European Union would make 
getting agreement on valuable Europe-wide 
policies more difficult. 

“Even our laws on consumer protection are 
made by cooperative working between EU states. I 
am very concerned that investment by EU 
countries in our economy would drop if we left the 
EU, causing a significant loss of jobs all over the 
UK.” 

Green Party leader Natalie Bennett added: “We 
know how close the polls are at this stage of the 
campaign, so Greens cannot afford to sit back and 
watch the UK sleepwalk out of the European 
Union.” 


Bus subsidies 
to be scrapped 

THE axe will fall on all bus subsidies 
across Oxfordshire on July 20, it has 
been confirmed. 

Oxfordshire County Council said it 
was making the announcement to give 
the public “clarity”, with the time 
chosen to coincide with the start of the 
school holidays. 

The decision will cost it an extra 
£140,000, with some subsidies ending 
“later than originally planned in many 
cases”. 

A cross-party agreement between the 
Conservatives, Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats saw the county council 
agree to end all bus subsidies at its 
budget meeting on March 16. 

The measure was due to save £3.7m a 
year but could see more than 118 routes 
scrapped as bus companies declare 
them unviable without the local 
authority’s support. 

At the budget meeting, councillors 
agreed that some of a £2m ‘transition 
fund’ to ease cuts to services could be 
used to support communities trying to 
come up with alternative solutions. 

This week a report to the cabinet said 
the council would make more data 
about usage available, which had not 
previously been looked at. 


After 60 years, Jenny just 
wants to carry on nursing 


Britain’s longest-serving 
nurse started work when 
doctors smoked on wards

WHEN Jenny Turner started 
out as a nurse in 1956 doctors 
smoked on wards and male 
nurses were nowhere to be 
seen. 

Sixty years on, the Banbury 
resident is celebrating being 
Britain’s longest-serving nurse, 
and at 76 has no plans to quit 
just yet. 

The dedicated grandmother 
fell into healthcare aged 16 when 
she followed a friend into an 
exam to become a cadet nurse, 
and passed with flying colours. 

Since then she has worked 
countless 12-hour days, wit¬ 
nessed tragedies and saved lives 
- all while raising two children 
and juggling a 50-year marriage. 

She said: “It was hard work. At 
the start I was nearly crying be¬ 
cause my feet hurt so much, and 
we got paid very little. 

“We didn’t have much time off 
and only three weeks of holiday 
per year. 

“You couldn’t choose when to 
take it, so you would never get a 
summer holiday 

“They would tell us we were 
lower than the scum of the 
Earth - it was to teach us to do as 
we were told.” 

Starting off in 1956, Mrs Turn¬ 
er earned £7 a month at the 
Cheltenham General Hospital in 
Gloucestershire. 

She began her nurse train¬ 
ing in 1958 - qualifying three 
years later - and now works at 
the North Cotswold Hospital in 
Moreton-in-Marsh, Gloucester¬ 
shire. 

Weather permitting, she still 
makes the 20-mile round trip 
from home in Banbury by scoot¬ 
er during the three days a week 
she works as a staff nurse. 

The mother-of-two, who lives 
with her husband Pete, 79, said: 
“I think it is easier now in a way, 
it’s certainly different. 

“The uniform used to be a 
pinstripe dress with a starched 
apron and a little hat, so that’s 
changed quite a lot. 

“The computer coming in was 
also a big shock. 

“I still find I get worried that 
I’m not spending enough time 
with the patients -1 feel guilty 

“We used to be expected to re¬ 
member all of the patient’s de-

tails and would have to reel off 
their name, age and diagnosis 
and treatment on the post. 

“There were no intensive care 
units either. 

“One time a young man came 
in unconscious and we had to 
keep his temperature down with 
water bottles filled with ice. 

“We used to treat wounds with 
larvae therapy, basically mag¬ 
gots. 


“Then the doctors would come 
round with torches at night and 
pick them off.” 

After 60 years Mrs Turner said 
she would gradually cut down 
her hours but has no plans to re¬ 
tire completely. 

She added: “The most reward¬ 
ing thing is when patients are 
grateful, but I’m not in the job to 
save lives... I’m a nurse because 
I love it.”

TWO’S company, three’s a 
paranoia-riddled crowd in Id 
Cloverfield Lane, a thrilling 
companion piece to the 2008 
found footage sci-fi Cloverfield, 
which witnessed an 
otherworldly attack on New 
York City through the lens of a 
resident’s camcorder. 

The monsters in Dan 
Trachtenberg’s suffocating 
three-hander are distinctly 
human but no less terrifying, 
driven to acts of violence and 
barbarity in the name of self- 
preservation. 

The deliciously ambiguous 
script keeps us guessing about 
where that safety might be, 
constantly shifting the balance 
of power between characters 
whose ulterior motives are 
shrouded in mystery 

In an affectionate nod to 
Hitchcock’s Psycho, the director 
cranks up the tension with 
opening shots of a young 
woman, Michelle (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead), driving 
away from her old life in the city. 

She stops for petrol and takes a 
pleading phone call from her 
boyfriend Ben (voiced by 
Bradley Cooper) shortly before 
her car spins out of control and 
plummets down a bank. 

She regains consciousness in 
an underground bunker, at the 
mercy of a survivalist called 
Howard Stambler (John 
Goodman). 

“You’re lucky to be here at all,” 
he informs Michelle cryptically 

As she regains her strength, 
Michelle learns that Howard 
saved her and his neighbour 
Emmett (John Gallagher Jr) 
shortly before a devastating 
global attack rendered the 
surface of the Earth 
uninhabitable. 

The trio are safely cocooned 
within an airtight bunker, 40 


feet below the polluted surface 
without any telephone signal, 
until the air is breathable again. 

The survivors have water, food 
and electricity thanks to 
Howard’s ingenuity and 
immaculate forward planning, 
and make the best of a hellish 
situation. However, Michelle 
isn’t sure if she can trust 
everything Howard tells her. 

10 Cloverfield Lane is a 
polished masterclass in 
suggestion that sends chills 
down the spine with unsettling 
regularly. 

Goodman is genuinely creepy 
as the conspiracy theorist who 
doesn’t tolerate defiance of his 
rules in his underground lair.

When a forest erupts through the 
ground overnight, the modern 
landscape that we recognise today 
is destroyed and mankind is thrown 
into complete and utter turmoil. 
Amongst the chaos, survivors 
Hannah and Adrien's paths cross, 
and they embark on the journey to 
Ireland to find Adrien's wife and 
discover just how far the forest 
reaches. A gripping journey to 
the heart of wilderness, this book 
exquisitely captures the conflict 
between nature and man, but also 
between defeat and determination. 
The reader is plunged into a 
narrative that is simultaneously 
bewildering and yet somehow 
hauntingly familiar, forcing us to 
consider how the natural world 
has become an elusive stranger to 
us all. A wonderfully imaginative 
story, but also a compelling social 
commentary. 


Eileen by Ottessa Moshfegh, 
hardback by Jonathan Cape, 
priced £16.99 (ebook £9.99). 

Eileen is Ottessa Moshfegh's 
second novel and after her highly 
acclaimed debut, McGlue. This story 
is constantly surprising, occasionally 
hilarious, but undoubtedly dark. 

The titular character, Eileen 
describes one week in her life, aged 
24, just before Christmas, 1964. 

A tightly wound and unstable 
woman, her narration is somewhat 
unreliable but all the more thrilling 
to read. She lives in a run-down 
house with her alcoholic father 
and spends her days working in 
a juvenile correctional facility for 
young boys. The novel describes 
one fateful day where Eileen leaves 
her town in the bitterly cold winter 
without warning and never returns. 
This novel is an impressive character 
study full of subtle nuances, 
shrouded in mystery. Eileen is hard 
to sympathise with but extremely 
intriguing.

As a coherent narrative that 
sustains interest for two hours, 
Wheatley’s film has some 
structural weaknesses and his 
impeccably tailored vision will 
infuriate and bemuse as many 
people as it intoxicates.

A former detective in a Japanese 
police force, facing problems 
both at home and at work, finds 
his obsession with an unsolved 
case leading him ever closer to a 
conspiracy. It's a hoary old premise, 
but given a fresh spin by Japanese 
crime writer Hideo Yokoyama, 
who peppers the narrative with 
intriguing and not altogether 
flattering insights into his country's 
culture and bureaucracy. Subtlety, 
on the other hand, is not one of the 
author's strengths, and dramatic 
tension is frequently undermined 
by pages of boring exposition 
and a tendency to hammer home 
every little plot point in a way that 
leaves nothing to the reader's 
imagination, and while Six Four 
does eventually deliver with the 
shocking twists, at more than 600 
pages, it takes a frustratingly long 
time for them to arrive.

FOR a single person or young 
couple, the nippy zippy Mini 
hatchback is hard to beat. 
The problem comes when 
children appear. 

So we have the chunky Coun¬ 
tryman and a five-door version 
of the hatchback, but now there 
is the most spacious Mini yet, 
the six-door, five seater Club¬ 
man. 

The spacious cabin is matched 
by plenty of storage, but more 
importantly the expansion of 
space is more than matched by 
an improvement in ride comfort. 

Fit and finish are superb and 
the car oozes an upmarket, 
sporty feel. 

Like the other models a twist 
of a switch by the gearshift al¬ 
lows you to move into sport 
mode, which delivers a little 
more weight to the steering and 
makes the accelerator more re¬ 
sponsive. A flick in the opposite 
direction engages the even more 
economical ‘eco’ driving mode. 

Standard specification ranges 
from satellite navigation and air 
conditioning, to radio with USB 
interface and AUX-IN socket, 
and Bluetooth phone connec¬ 
tion.

■ Find local driving assessment or 
refresher training

health conditions and driving and 
howto renew their driving licence 

■ Plan for the need to change 
when and where they drive, and if 
it becomes necessary, to retire 


from driving. 

Kevin Clinton, RoSPA's head of 
road safety, said: "There comes a 
time when each of us needs to 
reduce our driving, or even stop 
altogether. 

"Of course, this is different for 
each person; there isn't an age at 
which we automatically become 
unsafe to drive. 

"The aim of the website is to help 
older people to continue to drive 
for as long as they are safe to do 
so, and to provide advice on 
making the decision to retire from 
driving if they are no longer able 
to drive safely."
